INTO BILLY SUNDAY MEETING

Philadelphia, Jan. 9.—More than 50,- 
000 men and women, not knowing the 
ent're seating capacity had been pre­ 
viously reserved for students of the 
Philadelphia 
schools 
and 
colleges, 
stormed the Billy Sunday tabernacle 
last night and when they were unable 
to get in. shattered the windows, bat­ 
tered down the doors and climbed 
on the roof 
,Two riot calls summoned 
ail the available reserve policemen on 
duty but the authorities were unable 
to cope with the situation with the re­ 
sult that many, especially the women, 
were crushed and injured. 
Hundreds of persons were knocked 
down and trampled In the mad rush 
of the thousands on the outside to 
get in and the thousands on the in­ 
side. to get out. The tabernacle hos­ 
pital was filled so full that many wo­ 
men and men were placed on the saw 
dust In the vestibules until they could 
he taken to the hospitals for treat­ 
ment. 


Two sets of conflicting tickets for 
the same entrance started the trouble 
and long before the hour for the be­ 
ginning of the night service so dense 
was the crowd in the streets outside 
of the tabernacle th at many were 
crushed against 
the walls of 
the 
building. 
Women became hysterical and a 
panic ensued. 
As many fought to get 
out as to get in and the arrival of th* 
police and ambulance only added to 
the excitement instead of quieting it. 
Suddenly all doors were thrown 
open and the throngs surged in. All 
seating arrangem ents and attem pts 
to preserve order in the immense au­ 
ditorium were abandoned and in a few 
minutes all seatB and standing room 
was 
occupied.

lying in the tabernacle hospital with­ 
out attention and assistance of doc­ 
tors.
